Forrlsrn Affairs.
London, May 6 Midnight. In the House of

Commons this evening Mr. Otway, Under Secre-
tary for the Eoreiiru Affairs, in reply to an
inquiry from Mr. Gourlcy, said that instructions
had been sent to the British Minister at Madrid,
in regard to the seizure of the Mary Lowell, but
they would not now be made known.

The House resumed the consideration of tho
Irish Church bill.

Sir George Jenkinson (Conservative) moved
that the clause providing that compensation for
Maynooth College, from tho Church fund, bo
stricken out.

Mr. Gladstone protested against the Incon-
